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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 9/16/2004 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

The applicant argues that the Hughes reference does not teach a plurality of non- 
transmission intervals. The examiner disagrees. 

First of all, there is limited detail and description of the term "preamble interval" in 
the independent claims. Therefore, the examiner can look to Fig. 5B of the Hughes 
reference and point out that the whole section, ranging from 158-1 top 160-3 is the 
preamble interval, even though there are two separate preamble signals. There is 
nothing in the claims that rule out the use of two preamble signals in one preamble 
interval. As a result of the above statements, the examiner again states that the 
intervals 156-1 and 156-3 are a plurality of non-transmission intervals. - 

Second of all, looking to fig. 5A of the Hughes reference there is a snnall space 
between the beginning of the second BlU (more notably pointing to reference number 
66) and the first transmission interval (158-3). The examiner sees that small space, in 
addition to non-transmission interval 156-3 as a plurality of non-transmission intervals.
